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For  some  weeks  now,  we  have  anxiously  watched  KPFA's  subscription  chart  to  see 
how  this  year's  summer  slump  will  compare  with  the  slumps  of  other  years.  The  curve 
turned  downward  at  precisely  the  same  point  as  in  previous  years,  early  in  June.  With 
the  next  Folio  Period  it  fell  again,  still  right  on  schedule.  Although  the  pattern  hasn't 
been  quite  so  standard  for  July,  this  summer  new  subscriptions  have  been  coming  in  so 
slowly  that  we  were  fully  prepared  to  see  a  third  drop.  But  instead,  at  the  end  of  the 
last  Folio  period,  the  chart  took  a  new  turn— an  infinitestimal,  barely  discernible,  but 
statistically  incontrovertible  turn.  The  subscription  roster  had  gone  up  by  one  sub- 
scriber, from  3463  to  3464. 

We  owe  this  triumphant  ascent  almost  entirely  to  renewals.  While  new  subscriptions 
have  been  dishearteningly  few,  KPFA's  old  subscribers  have  come  forward  splendidly 
and  renewed  in  droves.  And  so,  although  194  subscriptions  fell  due  during  the  two-week 
period  in  question,  actual  expirations  were  only  39,  while  new  subscriptions  totalled  40! 
We  cannot  pretend  complete  confidence  that  the  slump  is  over,  but  we  would  be  brutish 
not  to  be  inspired  by  this  touching  evidence  of  the  support  given  to  KPFA  by  its  sub- 
scribers. Now  fresh  efforts  must  be  made  to  find  enough  new  subscribers  to  push  that 
chart  up  further,  and  faster. 

Fresh  efforts  are  being  made.  The  reader  will  find  a  report  of  one  new  scheme  on 
the  back  page  of  this  Folio.  But  the  thing  that  continues  to  evade  us  is  an  answer  to 
the  nagging  question:  exactly  what  is  it  that  makes  a  listener  decide  to  subscribe? 
Here,  as  always,  the  subscriber  holds  the  key.  Every  subscriber,  at  one  time  or  another, 
came  to  this  delicate  decision  for  himself.  And  if  we  could  only  find  out  where  the 
turning  point  lay,  what  reasoning  or  persuasion  finally  moved  him,  we  might 
have  a  clearer  notion  of  how  to  proceed  from  here.  So  we  are  asking  KPFA's 
subscribers  to  write  and  tell  us.  We  look  forward  to  the  answers  with  enormous  curi- 
osity, and  with  thanks.

STUDIO  CONCERTS— The  live  concerts  included  in  this  Folio  touch  on  a  variety  of  musical 
interests.  The  first,  on  Monday,  July  25,  is  a  program  of  folk  songs,  sung  by  Barbara  Dane, 
who  will  accompany  herself  on  the  guitar. 

The  California  String  Quartet  will  be  in  the  studio  on  Wednesday,  July  27,  for  a  concert 
that  will  include  the  Second  String  Quartet  of  Andrew  Imbrie,  young  Berkeley  composer. 
During  the  intermission,  Mr.  Imbrie  will  be  interviewed  by  Robert  Erickson. 

A  program  of  Italian,  German,  French,  and  Spanish  songs  will  be  presented  on  Thursday, 
July  28,  by  Lorene  Adams,  soprano,  and  Robert  M.  Adams,  pianist. 

On  Monday,  August  1,  we  introduce  the  heckelphone  to  KPFA's  audience.  The  heckelphone 
is  a  German  band  instrument  with  the  sound  of  a  bass  oboe,  deeper  in  tone  than  the  English 
horn.  It  will  be  played  by  composer  Leland  Smith,  first  in  a  performance  of  his  own  sonata 
for  heckelphone  and  piano,  and  later  in  a  Hindemith  trio  for  heckelphone,  viola,  and  piano. 
The  violist,  Mary  James,  and  the  pianist,  Robert  Howat,  will  also  perform  a  viola-piano 
sonata  by  Milhaud. 

Desire  Ligeti,  the  Hungarian  basso  now  with  the  San  Francisco  Opera  Company,  will  give 
a  studio  recital  on  Friday,  August  5.  Accompanied  by  pianist  Eugene  Gash,  Mr.  Ligeti  will 
sing  a  program  of  Russian  and  Hungarian  songs  and  arias.

RECEPTION  PROBLEMS-Though  KPFA's  transmitter,  operating  at  54,000  watts,  sends 
out  one  of  the  strongest  FM  signals  in  the  country,  we  frequently  receive  letters  and  calls 
from  listeners^complaining  that  the  signal  is  so  weak  that  they  can  hardly  hear  (or  subscribe). 
Other  listeners,  bothered  by  fuzzy  reception,  background  noise,  and  distortion,  do  not  realize 
that  they  are  suffering  from  weak  signal  difficulties.  In  all  these  cases,  the  trouble  lies  with 
the  receiving  equipment.  Our  chief  engineer  has  prepared  a  "dope  sheet"  giving  a  series 
of  simple  steps  to  remedy  this  situation;  we  will  happily  mail  it  to  those  in  need. 
OFFICE  PROBLEMS— KPFA'S  offices  have  just  been  reorganized  in  an  effort  to  achieve 
a  pleasanter  and  more  efficient  working  arrangement.  Now  that  we  are  settling  down  again,

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we  are  more  conscious  than  ever  of  a  variety  of  lacks.  We  need  many  purely  utilitarian 
objects  like  chairs  and  typewriter  tables  (and  typewriters,  for  that  matter),  and  slightly 
more  elegant  items  like  rugs  and  draperies,  which  would  absorb  a  little  of  the  continuous 
racket  from  Shattuck  Avenue  as  well  as  modify  the  present  ascetic  look.  Since  there  is  no 
budget  for  any  of  this,  we  are  hoping  for  donations  from  businesses,  organizations,  or  individu- 
als. Any  leads  our  readers  can  give  us  will  be  greatly  appreciated. 

SUBSCRIPTION  DRIVE— It  is  known  to  have  been  remarked  that  by  asking  people  to  pay 
for  something  they  can  get  free,  KPFA  runs  directly  counter  to  a  favorite  American  aspiration, 
getting  something  for  nothing.  This  is  one  of  the  anomalies  that  result  from  the  station's 
peculiar  way  of  life.  But  it  should  not  therefore  be  supposed  that  we  have  any  theoretical 
objection  to  the  ubiquitous  and  gratifying  custom  of  the  giveaway.  Far  from  regarding  the 
giveaway  as  immoral,  we  have  been  considering  how  to  turn  this  admirable  practice  to  the 
advantage  of  the  station  and  its  subscribers.  The  trouble,  as  we  see  it,  with  the  typical  give- 
away is  that  it  simply  extends  the  distribution  of  those  material  and  mundane  objects  that 
already  permeate  American  life— such  things  as  cap  guns  and  nylon  stockings  and  washing 
machines  and  Cadillacs. 

What  we  propose  to  do  is  to  satisfy  the  old  craving  for  something  free;  but  we  are  offering 
a  premium  that  is  resolutely  mental.  For  a  limited  time,  with  ever)'  full  year,  $10  subscrip- 
tion, whether  new  or  renewal,  the  subscriber  may  choose  one  of  the  following  Meridian 
books,  which  will  be  mailed  to  him  gratis.
